The 1970 election campaign is over in Michigan, 
to a loud sigh of relief to most of us, And now the 
real fun is about to begin in earnest, 


The next couple of: years—or more likely four 
years—are going to be highly interesting ones in 
the state capitol in Lansing. 


The governor's office {or thase four yoarc will 


be operated be a Republican—Goy. William G. 
Milliken. The state senate will be evenly split for 
the next four years, with 19 Republicans and 19 
Democrats and a Republican lieutenant governor 

‘as presiding officer. The state house for the next 
two years is firmly in contro} of the Democrats. 
The elected state administrative offices—secretary 
of state and attorney general—will be controlled 
by Democrats who won big election victory 
margins. 


Meanwhile, where more and more decisions are 
made—in the state supreme courl—two 
conservative-ortented justices will be replaced by 
two liberal-oriented new justices, as Justices John 
Dethmers and Harry F. Kelly take their leaves:and 
new Justices John B. Swainson and G. Mennen 
Williams don their robes. That wiil provide a 
lineup of five Democrats, one Republican, and 
Eugene Black, who has been in both parties and 
presently is in neither.

Michigan officialdom by the opposite political 
party. 


This is a rather strange combination of public 
officials ordered by Michigan voters to attempt to 
cope with Michigan’s problems. 


The Republican governor will have the power | to 
propose, and the power to oppose, througn his 
veto power and his party's strength in the senate. 


The Democrats, however, with strength in 
various parts of government, will have no natural 
leader. Sander Levin will be titular leader of his 
party, as the most recent candidate for governor; 
but he will be out of office, with no political base. 


Thus, a testing period between the two parties is 
almost inevitable until they arrive at some political 
accommodation, and an acceptable order of one 
sort or another is established. 


But another thing that most likely wil! result 
because of the partisan situation is that no 
sweeping changes are very likely in the legislative 
area for the next two years at least. Each party 


will have to take into account the fact that it does _ 


not control everything. As a result, compromise is 
necessary on every piece of legislation that makes 
its way through the law-making process. 


Vets Home Bill 
Signed Into Law 


A major piece of legislation de- 
Signed to assist millions of vet- 
erans to get homes of their own 
was signed into law October 23 
by President Nixon.

Some Election After-Thoughts

Some random thoughts on the election: 
—Probably one of the most unsettled principals 
in the 1970 election would be Justice John R.. 


Dethmers, who lost his race for re-election. After 
all, Dethmers had been on the court for 24 years, 
and had won election three times, without too 
much problem. But this time, he ran a poor and 


distant fourth in a field of four. What did he do © 


wrong? What cou!d he have done differently? Why 
did the voters turn him out? Mr. Justice Dethmers 
probably will be wondering for a long time. 


~—The magnitude of the political problem facing 
Michigan’s Republican party is outlined in the first 
part of this essay, and the iob it faces is staggering. 
Michigan basically is a Democratic state, and to 
win on a statewide basis, 
candidate obviously must appeal to more than 
Republicans. If you were running the Republican 
party, how would you approach it? 


—The value of transfer in politics is slim at best; 
according to the 1970 election results. Look at the 
vote an Proposal C, to prohibit public aid for 
private schools. Every major candidate opposed it: 
many of the most prestigious public figures in 
Michigan—the movers and shakers of the 
state—formed a2 Detroit-based committee to 
oppose it. And yet Proposal C passed with a very 
healthy margin. Obviously endorsement is not very 
important- the voter still judges issues by himself, 
when he’s interested enough.

County-City Share 
In Highway Funds 


LANSING — Motor Vehicle 
Highway Fund collections for the 
third quarter of 1970 — up 6.8 
per cent from the same period 
a year ago — are being distrib- 
uted to Michigan counties, cities 
and villages, the State Highway 
Commission said today. 

State Highway Director Hen- 
rik E. Stafseth said net receipts 
in July, August and September 
totaled $77,706,148, an increase 
of $5,271,480 from the third quar- 
ter of 1969. Normal growth in 
motor vehicle registrations and 
fuel consumption accounted for 
the increase, he said. 

The highway fund is made up 
cf the seven-cent-a-gallon state 
tax on gasoline and diesel fuel 
and mvior vehicle license plate 
fees paid by motorists. 

After deduction of Department 
of State collection costs, 1.5 per 
cent of the gasoline tax for the

What can we do io proiect our 
environment was a question oft- 
en asked at the Higgins Lake 
Extension group Thursday, Nov. 
12. 

The inquiries came after evol- 
ogists had painted a gloomy pic- 
ture of our chances of survival... 

Certain things we can do local- 
ly. Other things we must leave 
for higher level governmental 
units. 

The lake improvement boards 
organized for Houghton Lake and 
Higgins Lake is one local effort 
made to improve our environ- 
ment. Their accomplishment 
will depend upon local support. 
Tnat is where you come in; you 
can support the lake improve- 
ment board. 

Zoning is another local effort 
to prevent the future deteriora- 
tion of our environment. It helps 
prevent the development of wet 
swampy fands for residentiai 
purposes. It prevents the other 
development of certain areas 
where too many septic tanks 
would threaten the drinking wa- 
ter, Progressive land developers 
welcome zoning. 

You can do your part to im- 
prove your environment by sup- 
porting your local government in 
their efforts to protect it with 
zoning. 

Local subdivision contro) ordi- 
nances will help prevent slum 
development. Many of these are 
hastily approved because local 
officials want the added tax 
base. Some of these later become 
a drag because the whole town- 
ship or whole county helps put 
in Improvements that should 
have been incorporated in the 
development from the start: 

Too often we are for environ- 

mental improvement when it in- 
vuives some one else. We are 
in favor of forcing industry to 
clean up. We are for some other 
communities taking their efflu- 
ent out of the streams and Jakes. 
We are less willing to impose 
regulations upon ourselves which 
are designed to improve the en- 
vironment. 
, We are for lake and stream 
improvement if the state or fed- 
eral government will pay the 
bill, but are less apt to impose 
a tax upon our selves to improve 
the lake we live near. 

The people of Grayling have 
taken a big step to take their 
‘effluent out of the AuSable. 
They bonded themselves ta da 
this. Denton and Roscommon 
townships are in the process of 
getting central sewer systems 
to keep nutrients out of Houghton 
Lake. 

Local peonle are taking sieps 
to improve our environment. 

We have up until now used our 
dollars to improve our standards 
of living by buying convenient 
goods. We bought all kinds of 
labor saving devices ineluding 
throw away containers, 

Now, just to survive we may 
tlave io jake some of those dol-
